“In the executive department of the 
federal government,” he said, “we find 
the work of greatest interest to manu- 
facturers, although, in most cases, little 
known to them. 

“There is not a department in Wash- 
ington which does not have something 
of particular interest for the cotton 
manufacturer, and the work of some of 
the bureaus or sub-departments, espe- 
cially those devoted to the fostering of 
industry, is so vital to our interests 
that attention is imperative. 

“The bureaus to’ which I particularly 
refer are the bureau of standards of the 
department of commerce and labor, and 
the bureaus of entomology and plant in- 
dustry of the department of agriculture. 

Henry G. Bradlee, who spoke on ques- 
tions concerned with the much discussed 
“efficiency management,” said that the 
most important element in its successful 
operation is a general attitude of good 
will among workers and foremen. 

“There is nothing fundamentally new 
in this method,” said Mr. Bradlee. “The 
method as employed by the modern 
efficiency engineer is distinctive, not be- 
cause it is new, but because it is carried 
to much greater detail. 

“The elliciency engineer may easily 
prejudice his own cause by making ex- 
aggerated claims and_ statements of 
what he can ae, He may dis- 


too freely the work and "methods. of 
others or by rashly condemning the effi- 
ciency of our present industrial organi- 
zation.” 

An arbitration committee on questions 
of contract, made up of experts in cot- 
ton manufacturing processes, a greater 
respect for the moral obligation involved 
in a contract and a higher sense of honor 
and business integrity between buyer

$1,500,000. Which is the fairest tax? 
Which makes money pay? | 

“[ was doing a duty to the small 
taxpayer when I said it was better to 
collect $1,500,000 by a tax of 1% of 1 per 
cent than only collect $170,000 from the 
same deposits by this farce of a law 
that is 3 per cent a success and 97 per 
cent a failure. I say now, and make it 
as strong as you please, that by taxing 
rational banks and trust companies ¥% of 1 
per cent on deposits, or $5 on $1000, you 
will have a sane law that will collect 
at least five times as much from’ the 
corporations as you now get from the 
depositors who are supposed to be taxed 
$17 on the thousand. 

“There is on deposit in the national 
banks of the state nearly $400,000,000; 
there is on deposit in trust companies 
over $200,000,000; allowing for deduc- 
tions this $600,000,000 would yield fo the 
state $2,000,000 of revenue at & per cent 
per $1000, where at present we do not 
collect. $400,000 from all this wealth. Is 
sense and reason to govern, or prejudice? 
Do not wipe out this tax on trust com- 
panies savings. Keep this tax and apply 
it to all-the others and you will make 
greater progress to get revenue for our 
institutions than any measure since the 
inheritance tax law for which [ had to 
fight 10 years, and which is producing 
now $1,500,000 a year. 

“The moneys in the savings banks are 
paying $2,000,000 a year at this % of 
1 per cent rate.

In 1896 he was chosen a delegate- 
at-large to the St. Louis convention and 
was one of the vice-presidents of that 
convention. He afterward was active as 
a volunteer speaker on the Republican 
pide in New England, the central West 
ynd southern states, and earned a place 
with the leading orators of the country. 

After serving as a volunteer through- 
out the Spanish war, as brigadier-general 
and inspector-general of the seventh 
army corps, he later served as inspector- 
general of the department of Havana, 
Cuba, in 1899. President McKinley ten- 
dered him a place on the colonial com- 
mission, which he declined. He also. de- 
clined appointment as first assistant post- 
master-general. 

He was Colonel Roosevelt’s companion 
on the stump tour of the West in 1900, 
and has more recently served as presi- 
dent of the American Forestry Assgocia- 
tion. He was selected by President Taft 
to serve as special ambassador from.the 
United States to the centennial of 
the Mexican nation last September. 

He served three terms as Governor of 
Massachusetts.

“AWAITED ON SPEECH 
BYU 5. AMBASSADOR 


MEXICO CITY—Comments are waited 


‘with much interest upon the Apeech de- 


livered here by Henry Lane Wilson, am- 


bassador from the United ‘States, in 


| which he laid stress on the possibility of 
'a “united South American republic.” 


This conception of a united South 


'American republic has for many years 
paralleled the concept of the 


United 


States of Central America. Both ideals, 


_at least for the present, are distasteful 


to Mexico, which would see in those two 
same 
danger, remote but. possible, which she 


/sees in the overtowering Usited States 


of America to the north, 

The remarks to which it is thought 
some exception may be taken weye te- 
livered by Mr. Wilson in an eloquent 
address before the Y. M. C. A. in the 
presence of members of the diplomatic 
corps. The title of the address was 
“South American Liberators.” 

The South American heroes to whom 
he referred were Bolivar, San Martin 
In his magnificent tri- 
bute, to Simon Bolivar, the liberator 
of Venezuela and the dreamer of a 
united South American republic, the am- 
bassador said: 

“The man (Bolivar) who could carry a 
line of battle all the way from Caracas 
to Lima, now playing the part. of Fabius, 
and again that of Napoleon, was no 
Returning home 
(from the United States) with his spirit 
filled with visions of a mighty Latin- 
American republic, embracing all the 
colonies of Spain in South America, he 
devoted himself to that cause. ... He 
saw the great Latin-American republic, 
the creation of which had been the aim 
of his life, torn into warring and dis- 
cordant states. . . . And who will venfure 
to say that his dream of a united South 
America was not a high conception of 
the true needs of all that vast country 
with its many peoples? 

“Wouid not 30,000,000 of Latin-Ameri- 
cans united into one strong republic, 
asserting its just rights and powers in 
the world, and guaranteeing law, liberty 
the pursuit of happiness to every human 
being within the circle of the continent, 
be better for the world, for civilization 
and for God? Are not the highest 
aspirations of South American states- 
manship pointing in that direction to- 
day ? 

“When. in the coming century the 
South American Homer touches his 
harp to the memory of the fathers 
of a then united country will not Bolivar 
be his Ulysses?”

To every 
pound of sugar add ajhalf pint of water 
and bring to a boil. 
apples and add one-half pound of whole 
dried ginger (mace ginger some groceys 
call it). Boil till the apples are clear 
and can be pierced with a straw (from 
45 minutes to one hour). Can and seal 
in the usual way. A jar of these apples 
turned out in a pretty glass dish and 
served with cup custard makes a pretty 
addition to the supper table. The chil- 
dren will enjoy them, too, when served 
with farina or cornstarch pudding.—De- 
lineator. 

FRUIT BISCUIT. 

Two cups entire wheat flour, four tea- 
spoons of baking powder, two table- 
spoons of sugar, two tablespoons of but- 
ter, one-fourth cup of raisins, one-half 
teaspoon of salt, one third tzaspoon of 
cinnamon, one cup of milk, one fourth 
eup of currants. 

Sift together the dry ingredients and 
work in the butter with the fingers; then 
add the milk slowly, then the currants, 
and raisins cut in small pieces. Turn 
the dough on to a floured board, roll 
one-half inch thick and cut into biscuit. 
Place in a buttered pan and bake 15 
minutes in a hot oven.

NEW BUSINESS 
IN IRON AND 
STEEL QUIETER 


Both Pig Iron and Finished 
Steel Markets Slower — 
Some Good Structural Con- 
tracts Awarded. 


NEW YORK—The Iron Age says: 
point of new business both pig iron and 
finished material markets have been 
quieter in the past week than in any 
other since January. While there is lit- 
tle change in the scale of mill operations 
it is evident that if it is to be long main- 
tained the stream of new orders must 


increase. A feeling of disappointment 


is appearing, but against it is the fact 
that even the bare hand-to-mouth buying 
which is now the rule has some favor- 
able surprises week by week. Moreover, 
the unfilled orders in the hands of the 
steel companies now represent actual 
business, much of,it for early rolling. 

The Harriman lines have placed 72,000 
tons of rails, which presumably cover 
only a part of the year’s requirements. 
The Illinois Steel Company will furnish 
21,225 tons of Bessemer rails, the Ten- 
nessee Company 28,000 tons of open- 
hearth rails, and the Colorado Company 
33.000 tons of open-hearth rails. The 
Brooklyn Rapid Transit Company has 
bought 2000 tons; the Boston Elevated 
1800 tons, and one of the Chicago ter- 
minal roads 2500 tons. 

Structural contracts of the week in- 
clude 2500 tons for the Gunther build- 
ing, Chicago, taken by the Morava Con- 
struction Company; 1500 tons for an 
International Harvester Company ma- 
chine shop in Milwaukee and 2000 tons 
of bridge work for a western road.

EXPERIMENT FARM 
UF EGYPT WILL HELP 
TO IMPROVE GRUP 


Cotton Seed of Good Quality 
Will Be Distributed at Cost 
to Small Growers on Basis 
of Eleven Bushels to Each. 


NEW DEPARTMENT 
AIDS. AGRICULTURE 


(Special to the Monitor.) 

CAIRO, Egypt—The new department 
of agriculture, the formation of which 
was announced in the Monitor, is al- 
ready justifying its existence. In an in- 
terview accorded to Le Progres, a Cairo 
paper favorable to the present regime, 
the head of the department, Mr. Dud- 
geon, gives some account of the work 
during the past four months. Briefly 
this is as follows: 

Fourteen experimental farms have 
been established in various districts, in 
which the local farm products of the 
soil will be studied with a view to im- 
proving the crops. The best varieties of 
plants, conditions of cultivation and ir- 
rigation and kinds of manure will be 
sought in skilled fashion. At Cairo, also, 


_careful study of vegetables and fruit and 


other trees will be carried on in an ex- 
perimental garden with laboratory at- 
tached. 

Of more immediate value are the 
efforts of the department to improve the 
quality of cotton seed used by the small 
farmer. It has been arranged to dis- 
tribute selected seed of good quality 
through the agency of the Egyptian 
Markets, Ltd.. a company having mar- 
kets all over Egypt. 

The seed will be sold at cost price, the 
distributing company receiving only the 
actual cost of distribution. In order to 
vive small farmers the chief advantage, 
not more than 11 bushels of seed will 
be sold to each purchaser and the price 
will be collected when the resultant crop 
is sold. 

lor the present sowing season this dis- 
tribution will be only partial as there 
has not been sufficient time to insure 
the supply of seed, but next season the 
work will be carried on throughout the 
country, and in addition it is expected 
that a purer quality of seed will be 
available. 

The department has now five inspec- 
tors as well an experienced staff, 
some of whom have been transferred 
from the Khedivial Agricultural Society. 
The inspectors will be of great assistance 
in the annual war ggainst the cotton 
worm and the department’s chemist is 
working with the experts of the survey 
department in investigating the action of 
the sub-soil water. reference to which 
has been made in these columns.

DEVELOPMENT OF BRITISH 
DEFENSE TRACED BY STEPS 


Territorial Force in England Is the Modern Representa- 
tive of the Armed Freemen Who Came to Their 
King’s Call Before the Norman Conquest. 


(Special to the Monitor.) 

LONDON—The territorial force is the 
representative in this generation of a de- 
fensive organization which has been in 
existence throughout the history of Eng- 
land under different names and in dif- 
ferent shapes. Each variety in turn has 
fulfilled its function until displaced by 
its successor, and it is possible to trace 
the gradual tvolution of the territorial 
force from compulsory service depending 
on the tenure of land to the voluntary 
form in which it exists at the present 
day. 

Previous to the Norman conquest the 
duty of obeying the king’s summons was 
one of the three duties attaching to all 
freemen holding land. The others were 
the maintenancé of fortifications and 
the repair of bridges. 

This military force, or the fyrd as it 
was called, gradually developed into 
what was known as a general levy, that 
is to say the people armed for defense 
on a territorial basis. The troops thus 
obtained formed the dismounted branch 
of the army; beside them stood the feu- 
dal levy, who were mounted. 

The whole foree was for home defense 
only, but during the foreign campaigns 
of the fourteenth and fifteenth centuries 
there was a tendency to use the general 
levy for service abroad. It was the 
custom, however, to raise a fixed quota 
only from each county selected, so that 
the whole civil population should not 
be withdrawn from its ordinary avoca- 
tions at the same time. - , 

Thus it came about that scope was 
found for voluntary effort, the first inde- 
pendent military body to receive recog- 
nition being the Honourable Artillery 
Company, which received a charter in 
1537 under the title of the Fraternity or 
Guild of St. George. This corps became 
a center for instruction, as well as a 
model for other similar bodies both in 
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England and in the American colonies, 
in which connection the name of the 
Ancient and Honorable Artillery Com- 
pany of Boston, Mass., will at once oc- 
cur to the mind. 

The Spanish armada, which was an- 
ticipated for a period of eight years, 
Was the means of calling into existence a 
number of these voluntary military 
bodies, and by the time the armada 
sailed, so careful had been the arrange- 
ments made by the lieutenants of coun- 
ties that a detailed plan of mobilization 
had been evolved. After the defeat of 
the armada steps were taken to put the 
levies thus obtained on a_ businesslike 


footing, and in the city of London these 


bodies were mustered and trained an- 
nually under the name of train, or 
trained bands, and it wae the successors 
of these that formed the nucleus of the 
commonwealth during the civil war. 

At the restoration of Charles II. the 
militia was called into being, property 
owners “being liable to furnish horses, 
arms, and men, but the rise of a stand- 
ing army impaired its efficiency, and in 
1757 a system of selection by ballot 
was adopted, the force being organized, 
as before, on a county basis. The ballot 
system, however, proved unpopular, and 
gaps were made in the force owing to 
its forming a reeruiting ground for the 
regular army; it became difficult, there- 
fore, to keep it up to its full estab- 
lishment. 


Toward the end of the ejghteenth cen- 
tury the threat of a French invasion 
called.many voluntary bodies into exist- 
ence,,and during the early part of the 
nineteenth century the volunteers num- 
bered as many as 380,000 men out of a 
population of 15,000,000.

NEW BLACK SEA 
Pieet.! VOILD FOR 
BY RUSSIAN DUMA 


ST. PETERSBURG—A grant of $75,- 
000,000 has been approved by the budget 


committee of the Duma for the con- 


struction of warships and naval works 
for the Black sea. 

The expenditure is justified on the 
ground that it is necessary to increase 
the southern defenses owing to Turkey’s 
activitv, and especially because of her 
recent orders for dreadnoughts. 

The building program will extend over 
a number of years, but the minister of 
marine insisted upon an immediate allot- 
ment to enable the work to begin at once.

ALPINE TUNNEL 
TO GIVE SHORTER 
TRIP TO ENGLAND 


New Loetschberg Tube Makes 
Fifth Through Mountains 
and Will Cost More ‘Than 
$10,000,000 When Finished. 
BERNE Anot ber , ‘greal tunnel, 


known as the Loetschberg tunnel, has 
been added to the four alrefidy existing 


| through the Alps, the one that has just 


| been completed being the third in point 


of length and differing from the others 
by the fact that it has three curves in 
its main course. It is hoped to have 
the line that will pass through it open 


| for traffic in the spring of 1913. 


Work has started on it from both 
ends simultaneously in October, 1906, 
and it-has therefore taken four and a 
half years to tunnel the nine and a quar- 
ter miles of its length. 

One end of the tunnel is at Kun- 
desteg, almost-at the foot of the Gemmi 
pass; from this point it strikes under 
the Loetschen pass, finally emerging at 
the village of Goppenstein, 171% miles 
from Brieg, where the line joins on to 
the existing one passing under the 
Simplon. The tunnel is 261% feet wide 
and 191% feet high; two lines are being 
laid through it, and the engines passing 
through it will have electric traction. 
The work has been undertaken by the 
Bernese Alpine Railway Company, the 
capital raised for the tunnel alone 
being. $10,000,00. 

‘Lhe boring of the tunnel itself is’ by 
no means all that has had to be done, 
for the approaches at either end have 
introduced considerable engineering prob- 
lems, and costly works have had to be 
constructed as a protection against 
avalanches. | 

Much. work still remains to be done, 
but when the line is completed the new 
route will allow: of a saving of some 
60 miles in the journey from England 
to Italy, which will be. made via Nancy 
and Delle. It. is interesting to learn 
that most of the capital required has 
been subscribed in the canton of Berne, 
a fact: which may be readily understood 
when it is stated that. the time occupied 
in travelling from Berne to Milan will 
be shortened by one third.

BUDAPESTH — Affairs in the Aus- 
trian Parliament are again in a some- 
what unsatisfactory condition, for the 
Bohemians or Czechs, in conjunction with 
the Slavonic Union consisting of Slavs 
of the south of Austria, have succeeded 
in obstructing the work to such an ex- 
tent that Parliament about to be 
closed and will not meet again until the 
autumn. 

The provisional state budget 
have been passed by the majority, con- 
sisting of the German speaking race in 
Austria, but the Czechs and Slavs were 
determined to do all in their power to 
bring about ‘the resignation of the cab- 
inet, in the hope that three portfolios in 
addition to that- of the minister of 
finance would eventually be granted to 
the Czechs. 

With this object in view the minority, 
consisting of the Czechs and the Slavs, 
obstructed the work of the House to 
such an extent that it was found quite 
impossibl@ to transact business of a se- 
rious nature. This resulted in more than. 
one sitting having to be adjourned, and 
finally in the dissolving of the Cham- 
ber, the imperial decree announcing the 
dissolution having already been signed. 

The Czechs hope that at the next 
general election they will obtain the 
object they are striving for. 

Baron Bienerth, the prime minister, 
had.an audience with the Emperor at 
Schonbrunn of an hour and a half, and 
although nothing is definitely known 
as to the conversation that took place, 
the mere fact that the cabinet remains 
is proof that the government is deter- 
mined to hold its own, and’ refuses to 
be .foreed into appointing fresh Czech 
ministers.

The lecture delivered by Professor G. 
H. Carpenter on “How Wild Birds Help 
Men” in Dublin recently was followed 
with considerable interest by an ap- 
preciative audience. The lecturer de- 
scribed how many of our favorite song 
birds are of great use. He maintained 
that although the greenfinch, goldfinch, 
chaffinch, sparrow, blackbird, thrush, and 
skylark feed partly on seeds which are 
useful, nevertheless they eat also large 
quantities of weed seeds, Rooks and 
wood pigeons although blamed for the 
amount of grain and green food they 
consumed, destroyed the roots of weeds.

It has been the opin- 
ion in the past that the church should follow the drift of population, 
should go to its congregation. There is a growing belief, how- 
ever, that the tendency of churches to abandon the centers of cities 
has been too strong, and that if some of them had clung with more 
firmness to ‘their original sites their scattered congregations would 
lave been attracted to them.” Moreover, what with the never- 
ceasing expansion of cities, metropolitan and other, the districts 
that are given over wholly to residences today may be given over 
principally or entirely to business a few years hence. The trolley 
and the automobile have so diffused the population, and are so 
diffusing it, that it is next to impossible for a church in these days 
to find a site that will be convenient to all of its members, and, 
while most of them would continue their membership if a 
church continued to occupy its old building and old site, mahy would 
feel relieved of obligation the moment it made a change. 

A point well worthy of consideration in this connection is 
the fact that thetransient and family hotel population of all large- 
cities is everywhere increasing. One of the modern hotels will 
house as many people as are. contained in a small town or in a 
score of city blocks. ‘The churches, for the most part, are now 
removed ‘beyond convenient access of these people. The floating 
and resident hotel population of the large cities calls for much 
more attention than it is receiving at the hands of the churches. 
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
